Dm1  ing  the  year,  67  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  laboratory 
examination,  twenty-nine  of  these  were  submitted  to  chemical  examination 
and  thirty  eight  for  bacteriological  t  lamination*  Five  sample:: 
found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  on  chemical  examination  and 
fifteen  'unsatisfactory  as  a  result  of  bacteriological  examination* 


Two  public  wells  were  reconditioned  during  the  year  in  an 
attempt  to  prevent  any  pollution  by  surface  water  and  to  conserve  water 
dm'  ing  dr y  p  er  i  od  s . 

An  additional  storage  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  4,000  gallons 
was  commenced  in  December  1938,  in  connection  with  the  Brampton  Abbotts 
f/ater  Scheme*  Thi3  was  completed  in  February  1939  and  was  very  satis¬ 
factory,  During  the  whole  of  the  dry  period  in  the  summer  months  there 
was  always  an  adequate  supply  of  water  in  hand,  and  no  shortage  was 
experienced  at  any  tine*  The  provision  of  an  additional  pump  at  the 
Llangarron  hater  works  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

The  Supplies  at  Llancloudy  and  Garway  have  given  complete 
satisfaction.,  The  springs  supplying  these  schemes  have  given  good 
yields.  In  the  case  of  the  Garway  spring,  regular  readings  are  taken 
of  the  output  from  -bills  source.  The  maximum  yield,  recorded  on  the 
6th,  February, 1939,  was'172,8oo  gallons  per  day,  and  the  lowest, 
recorded  6th <  September, 1939,  was  34  f 560  gallons  per  day, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWaRAGE,- 

Ten  dhains  have  been  provided  for  new  buildings  and  fifty- 
eight  for  existing  dwellings.  These  mostly  discharged  into  septic  tanks, 
the  effluent  being  disposed  of  by  u:h  k  tion*

TUBERCULOSIS  . 

At  the  end  of  1938  there  were  36  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
on  the  Register;  of  these,  23  related  to  pulmonary  and  13 
non-pulmonary  disease. 

During  the  year  16  names  were  added  to  the  register,  13 
being  for  pulmonary  disease  and  3  for  non-pulmonary  disease. 

Twenty  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the 
year  14  which  suffered  from  pu}.momi;y  disease  and  6  non- 
pulmonary  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  Remaining  on  the  Register  at  the  end
